Jhe Buenzle Decision. 


Presiding Justice William If. Sweet- 


land of tlie Superior Court has li:\nded 
down a decision in the case of Chief 
Yeoman Fred J. liueuzle against the 
Newport Amusement Association. The 
court finds that plaiuilil' Is entitled to 
recover 110 more than the cost of his 
ticket aud the actu il expenses Incurred 
by him iii connection with his attempt 
lo.euter thedauce hall run by Ibe de- 
fendants. It is (-11 Uf that an appeal 
will be takeu to tbe higher court by the 
plaiiiliir. 


The case has been in the courls since 


last fall, tbe defendants being Eugene 
W. Zarr, Fred G. Farmer aud William 
P. Clarke. The philntltl'lu hisdeclara- 
lion alleges that tbe defendants were 
conducting a dauce ball iu tbe city of 
Newport known as 
"The 
Sea Vtew 


Dancing Pavlliou," under a license Is- 
sued by tbe iluurd of Police Commis- 
sioners of Newpoit; that tbe plaintiff 
purchased at the ticket ollk'e of said 
pavilion a ticket entitling him to be 
admitted to paid pavilion 
aud 
paid 


therefor 25 cenls; thai lie presented 
said ticket to the defendants and re- 
quested admittance to said pavilion; 
that Ihe defendants refused to admit 
the plainlilf In the 
uniform of the 


United Stales navy and tendered to 
the plainliffthe sum p;ild for said tick- 
et. He further alleges tlnil tbe refusal of 
the defendants to allow him to enter 
the pavilion was based upon the fact 
that ho was in (he uniform of tlie 
Uuiled Stules navy! It was admitted 
that liueuzle was sober, orderly and 
neatly attired. 


The decision says: 
"In Ihe alienee of statutory provision 


in that repaid, or of some condition in 
the license issued to the defendants, the 
court falls to see Unit llie plaintiff's 
legal rights' ilMI'or from that of any 
other welJ-ijehaved person }X)Ssessing a 
ticket of admission regularly Issued to 
him by the defendants. 


"In an action 
in assumpsit for a 


breach of contract Ibu motives of the 
defendant 
are immaterial, and tlie 


plainlld, excluded because he was in tbe 
gatb of llie United Stales navy, Is in 
no different legal position from one 
who is excluded because be Is iu even- 
ing dress, or for any other reason, 
though It may have been but Ihe whim 
of Ihe defeudanie. His position does 
not differ from that of a person who is 
denied admission witii no reason as- 
signed therefor by the defendants." 


After ciliiiK numerous CHECH and au- 


thorities, Ihecourl says in the opinion: 


"From this review of the authorities 


llie court decides thai, In the absence 
of statutory provision, the defendants 
when they refused to admit the plaiu- 
tlfl to their dancing pavilion, for what- 
ever reason that refusal was giveu, re- 
voked the license granted by the ticket 
of admission and lesclnded tlie con- 
tract implied iu the pale and purchase 
of said ticket. For this act on the purl 
of the defendants, whether tlie licxet 
be regarded as a license or us the evl-- 
deuce of a contract, tbe plaintifl'is en- 
tilled to recover hi tho form of action 
which he lias employed. His damages 
will be restricted to his aclunl damage, 
the price of the ticket aud Ibe expenses 
directly connected with his altempl to 
attend llie place of amusement of mid 
defendants."

Toward the 
end of the 
General 


Assembly Ihe tille lo "Long Itock" so 
called, lying just olf the Bslch place iu 
MiJdlelowu, wns grunted to Jlr. How- 
ard S. Uraliaiu anil wife, the recent 
purchasers of that properly. The grant 
created some discussion for fear thnt 
some of the rights of Ilia public, aud 
particularly the lisbermen, mighl in 
eoruo way bo Infringed upon. This was 
carefully guarded against hi the act. 


The following extract from H private 


letter from Mr. Graham to Judge 
Burke of this city shows that the owner 
has no desire to interfere witli Ihe 
rights of the public even if he could.

Huge Lo| Pilei That Are •> Large i«

Ocean Steamers. 


Nearly as large as the largest trans- 


atlantic liners nre some of the huge 
sea rafts by means of which timber U 
transferred from the- Columbia river 
and I'uget sound to Snu Francisco or 
wnithern California. Occasionally these 
bundles of logs measure KJO feet from 
end to end and contain as ninny as 
0.000 pieces of timber. To fasten sncfi 
a rnft so tbiit it will withstand the 
forte of the seas to which It Is exiwpcd 
in the trip down the coast no lltlle en- 
gineering skill is required. 
As the 


cigar shape offers less resistance to the 
force of the waves than any other, 
this has been adopted. In order to pile 
the timber In this form a huge skele- 
ton or shipway Is constructed. 
Tills 


is practically a cradle, which Is moor- 
ed in the water adjacent to the boom 
where the raft timber Is confined. By 
means of n boom derrick the poles and 
piling are lifted from the boom singly 
and placed In the proper position In 
the cradle. 
They are so adjusted as 


to overlap each other, the plan follow- 
ed being somewhat similar to that in 
laying a brick wall, the end of each 
stick being placed opposite' the center 
of the one adjacent to It. While to a 
novice the rnft looks as If It were 
made up of timber thrown In without 
any order, every pole Is carefully 
placed In position. Sometimes the work 
of filling the cradle occupies several 
mouths. 


After completion the raft is wrapped 


with Iron chains lashed around it at 
intervals ranging from twelve to twen- 
ty feet apart.. These chains nre com- 
posed of one niid a half inch links, and 
the ends are toggled together after the 
chains have been stretched taut by a 
hand or steam windlass. To prevent 
the chains from slipping iron etaiiles 
are driven through the links Into the 
outside poles. 
In addition to the 


chains, however, "aide lines," its they 
are called, consisting of wire rope, are 
stretched nround the raft between the 
chain sections, so that when the wrap- 
ping Is completed the mass of logs Is 
bound together very securely. When 
the wrapping Is finished, the raft is 
ready for launching. 


In building the raft two two-Inch 


chains nre stretched lengthwise from 
end to end through the center. Oueof 
these is bolt6d to n sort of bulkhead at 
one end. consisting of a band of iron, 
which is lilted around the projecting 
ends of the outer pieces. 
The other 


chain Is connected nt the forward end 
with the towing hawser and secured 
Inside the raft by lateral chains. 
To 


move this unwieldy bulk two powerful 
steamers are usually employed ftt seu, 
one for pulling.dlrectly nhcad and the 
other to keep the raft in the right 
course.—Chicago News.

ment from seaports. Tie Turk's Island 
or ruck salt, which Is still largely used 
In pork packing and In the manufac- 
ture of Ice creams, comes to the Unit- 
ed States in holds of vessels contin- 
ually subjected to dirt niid foul odors. 
Upon Its arrival It Is again handled, 
then packed In coarse burlap bags, per- 
mitting dust to sift Into the salt 
In 


tbls condition It reaches the consumer. 
Latterly, however, tlie product of salt 
springs has largely taken the lead in 
this country, not only for table salt, 
but for meat packing—rloudon Pic- 
torial Review.

no other. It is nowhere laid down, fur 
Instance, that the senior ollicvr sliull 
always enter a boat last and leave it 
first. Ltit the expression un n i-erta 
captain's fate might have led one to 
believe that one of the laws of the 
Mcdes and 1'erslans had been broken 
when, on taking the liewly joined 
chaplain ashore with him r>n one occa- 
sion, he said; "N'ow. then, padre, jump 
in," and the roverend gentleman IKI- 
litely replied, "After you, sir." 


This custom is one of Ihc oldest in 


the service, says the Grand Magazine. 
It doubtless dates from before the 
days of Ur.ike. If not. Indeed, from 
those of Xonli himself, probably the 
Inst to enter the ark after all liis Jun- 
iors and proteges had been safely em- 
barked.

Ihotigh unknown oillcer many 


years ngo devised n scheme by which 
all the articles thus found are promptly 
seized by the ship's police and placed 
In the sci"in bag. 


Tbere they remain until the next 


Thursday afternoon, which Is the time 
Bet nside for'mcii to make and mend 
clothes. 
The bag Is Uicn oimicd by 


the master at arms, and the owncra 
Diny redeem their lost property by pay- 
lug a fine of nn inch of yellow soup 
for each article. 


Tlie price of Ihls soap Is a penny nn 


iuch, and tlie line Is usually paid In 
cash, nnt In kind. Should a man have 
something confiscated without which 
he can not manage to get on till the 
next Thursday be can redeem it at 
once by paying double. Not even olli- 
ccrs nre exempt from these penalties. 


Several quaint rules are enforced In 


the officers' messes, the origin of which 
is lost In the oblivion of antiquity. 
For Instance, one rule lays down that 
no officer may place his feet on Hie 
table unless he Ims sailed around both 
cnpcs—i. e., Cape of Good Hope and Ihc 
Horn. 
Any one not eligible found In 


this elegant attitude Is lined drinks 
around by all the members who hap- 
pen to be In the mess.

Cocouns frum various pailsof the State 
with a query au to whether they are uot 
either the gyiwy or the 
brown-fai 


moth. A large majority of Ihe cocoon 
have been those of the 
I'lomelhe 


moth, Callosamlu prouielhea, tm tneect 
which ban beeu with us for yean but 
which is seldom materially injurious. 


The cocouu is invariably formed in a 


folded .leaf, Ihe edges of which, togeth- 
er with the petiole imd the t\v)g to 
which U is attached aie strongly bound 
with silk. 1 iiilde of the- leaf la a lirm- 
ly woven cocoon which holds tbe pupa 
or reoling ctage of the insect. The leaf 
may sometimes wear away during Ihe 
wintei but ils pretence at the lime of 
formation will still be uuggiMeii by Ihe 
form of thesHrnoture.

There is likely to b? dan- 
"er, of course, where a greal public 
work Is studied under the exclusive 
vnldauce of those who are responsible 
for carrying rt on and where one is 
otllcially conducted, lint every une of 
Hie twenty-seven .States represented in 
tbe party bad citizens working in the 
rinks upon me canal. 
Very many of 


them would seek uut their represents- 
lives iu the party, and if tbay had any 
Around of'cumplaint El was pretty sure 
I'D od made kuowu. 
In this way Ibe 


work was also seen from the pant of 
view of the men, and we were able es- 
pecially to gel a clear glimpse into the 
unman side of it, lo learn how our 
countrymen were boused aud fed and 
jiow their bealih was cared for. 


The notion, which was quite general

having the- same value In the eyes of 
the law witli reference to ilieir func- 
tional utilization. Much the most liu- 
poilaut Is the thumb, for without It 
prehension would be very Imperfect. 
The band is no longer pinchers, but 
merely u claw when deprived of tho 
ihninb. It may be estimated that lha 
thumb represents fully a third of the 
lolal value of the band. 


The French uonrt allows 15 to 35 per 


cent, value for the right band and 19 
10 Id for me left; the Austrian schedule 
gives from 15 per cent, for the left aud 
25 per cent. lor the right; iu Germany 
!M to 23 per cent, and even as high as 
iO.S per cent., has been awarded. 
The 


percentage is bas^d ou 100 as the lolal 
industrial value of tho hand previous 
to the accident, a losj of 50 per cent, 
representing half of the value, &c.

These arrowheads or points 
lire 


alMitit all lhal remain in our btale as a 
leuiinder of Ihe large number of In- 
dians who lived here when the country 
was lirst settled. Everything that wns 
I belts, hub lonir since disappeaied ex- 
c*epling Ihese fctuiie lools which can nut 
decay. Tins alone would make lliem 
Interesting aud curious, but there are 
other reasons which make them even 
more tsu. 


We have lo remember that the Indi- 


ans who made ihcso stones of iheir 
present shape kuew nothing about iron 
and sleel for runklng tools. They had 
no Implements and no weapons of met- 
al and so had lo make all these from 
slone. They were a people who lived 
upon the corn they raised aud upon 
(lie game and fish they killed and to 
do this Ihey bad to have weapons lo 
kill the game and prepare their food 
«ud also, when necessary, weapons 
wilh which lo light their enemies. As 
a result Ihey became very skillful in 
working in slone and, as you will find 
if you search closely, there were tools 
for almosl everything. 
Not only will 


you find arrowheads, but 
hammers 


and axes made of slone, also hollow 
rough basins or mortars and rounded 
pounders for grinding the corn and 
specially 
Shaped stoues for u=e as 


knives, for cleaning and dressing the 
skins of deer from which Ihey made- 
their clothing and for many other pur- 
poses. • 


You must remember while making 


3'our collection that sloue is iimsldilh- 
uult to wotk and that it was but natu- 
ral thai the Indians should spoil many 
arrowheads In making them, conse- 
quently you wiii lind many that are 
not perfect in form. These have either 
been spoiled in the making or else 
broken In use. They are interesting 
however, almost ad much so as the per- 
fect ones aud should always be kept 
until a more perfect specimen has beeu 
found. 


In assorting your collection you will, 


as has beeu said, rind many diflereul 
shapes. Each oue of these had 
its 


special use, Ihe very small ones with 
barbed points aud Ihe email triangular 
ones were used for war. They were 
made in that sha|>e so that having en- 
tered tlie flesh on'the point of an arrow 
they could not be easily pulled out.

shape, the lozenge, waa used for killing 
birds and aulmals for food, and they 
ate consequently much more abundant. 
They were made in that shape so that 
tlie Indian could recover bis arrow 
without breaking it. Some of the 
arrowheads \vbich you will lind arebo 
large that you will wouder how any- 
one could make a bow elrong enough 
lo shoot them any distance. The fact 
is that these are not true arrow heads 
though they are shaped like them. 
They are really spear Heads and were 
fastened ou Hie ends of long sticks 
which the Indian 
threw with his 


bands. 


All tueae curious stones were once 


fastened on Hie ends of ,eilher arrows 
or spears. Tills was done uy splitting 
the arrow or spear shaft aud then lash- 
ing the stone m place with strings 
made from the sinews or muscles of 
Ihe deer's leg aud covering the lushing, 
with a strong glue made by boiling tlie 
bones of lish. 


There is a whole history In these lit- 


tle pieces of stone and a lilbtory well 
worth studying and learning.
